(27 [B 28] [C 29] cm) from commence¬ 
ment, working last row on wrong side.

With right side facing and using 3.00 (No. 10-11) Hook 
and M., commencing at lower edge of right front work 
9 rows of d.c. evenly along right side, across back of 
neck, then along left side of garment (inc. and dec. 
where necessary to keep work flat) and working six 

3 ch. buttonholes in 4th row on right front. Sew on 
buttons.

1st row —K.8, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.6, rep. from * to 
last st., K.1. 

2nd and alt. rows —Purl. 

3rd row —Knit. 

5th row —K.2, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.3, rep. from * to last 7 sts., y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.2.

9th row —K.7, * slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.6, rep.

15th row —Knit. 

17th row —K.1, * slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.3, y.fwd., 
K.2 tog., K.1, rep. from * to end.

21st row —K.3, * slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.6, rep.

Rows 1 to 24 incl. form patt. 


Keeping continuity of patt., shape raglan armholes as 
follows— 

Work as given for Back from *** to ***. 

Dec. (as before) at each end of every alt. row until 
67 [B 69] [C 73] [D 75] [E 79] sts. remain. 

Work 1 row. 

Keeping continuity of patt., shape neck as follows— 
1st row —K. 1 , slip 1, K. 1 , p.s.s.o., patt. 23 [B 24] 
[C 25] [D 25] [E 26], turn. 

2nd row —Purl. 

3rd row —K. 1 , slip 1 , K. 1 , p.s.s.o., patt. to last 2 sts., 
slip 1, K. 1 , p.s.s.o. 

A and B only —Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows twice. 

All Sizes —Dec. (as before) at armhole edge in every 
alt. row 10 [B 10] [C 14] [D 14] [E 14] times, whilst 
at same time dec. at neck edge in every 4th row 
5 [B 5] [C 7] [D 7] [E 7] times. (4 [B 5] [C 4] 
[D 4] [E 5] sts.) 

Continue dec. at armhole edge only in every alt. row 
until 3 sts. remain. Work 1 row. 

Next row —K. 1 , slip 1, K. 1 , p.s.s.o. 

Next row —P.2, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off. 

Slip next 15 [B 15] [C 17] [D 19] [E 21] sts. on 
to stitch holder and leave. 

Join yarn to remaining sts. and work to correspond with 
other side, working ‘‘K.2 tog.” in place of "slip 1 , K.1, 
p.s.s.o.” 

SLEEVES 

Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 97 [B 105] [C 105] 
[D 113] [E 113] sts. 

Work 10 rows in rib as given for Back. 

Using No. 10 Needles, work 24 rows in Bodice pattern 
as given for Front. 

Keeping continuity of patt., shape raglan as follows— 
1st and 2nd rows —Cast off 3 sts., patt. to end. 

3rd row —K. 1 , slip 1, K. 1 , p.s.s.o., patt. to last 3 sts., 
K .2 tog., K. 1 . 

4th row —Purl. 

Dec. (as before) in every following 4th row from 
previous dec. until 75 [B 89] [C 87] [D 101] [E 99] 
sts. remain, then in every alt. row until 11 sts. remain. 
Work 1 row. Cast off. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, sew sleeves to front and back, 
noting that tops of sleeves form part of neckline. 

With light side facing and using set of No. 12 Needles, 
knit up 106 [B 112] [C 118] [D 124] [E 130] sts. 
evenly around neck (including sts. from stitch-holders). 
1st round —* K. 1 , P. 1 , rep. from * to end. 

Rep. 1st round 9 times. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press lightly. 
Using back-stitch, sew up side and sleeve seams. 
Press seams. 


Pressing Crochet —It is not necessary to press most 
crochet stitches, as pressing tends to flatten the 
appearance of the stitch. However, if pressing should 
be necessary, this should be done very carefully from 
the wrong side of the work. Use a damp cloth and 
warm iron, and do not let the full weight of the iron 
fall on the garment—steam, rather than press. Syn¬ 
thetic yarns should not be pressed at all. 


IMPORTANT — DYE LOTS ! 

Always buy enough of the same dye lot at the one time 

for a complete garment, as a variation between dye 
lots can occur. 

Retain ball bands until the garment is completely 
knitted, and, in the event of an enquiry concerning 
the purchase, submit all ball bands.

WASHING INSTRUCTIONS —WOOL and SYNTHETIC GARMENTS 

BEFORE WASHING —Make any needed repairs. Remove any unwashable buttons or trim¬ 
mings, close zip and turn garment inside out. 

WASHING —Do not pre-soak as is recommended with some detergents containing enzymes. 
Washing powders approved by the Australian Wool Corporation should be used for wool 
garments. A mild detergent should be used for synthetic garments. 

Powder should be fully dissolved in warm (not hot) water before immersing garment. Squeeze 
the garment gently in the suds; do not rub. 

RINSING —Rinse garment thoroughly with warm (not cold) water, until the water is clear. 
Support your garment with both hands whenever you lift it to prevent stretching. 

DRYING —After the last rinse, spin dry the garment or squeeze it between towels to remove 
excess water. Dry naturally on a flat surface out of direct sunlight. Never hang a hand- 
knitted garment. When drying colour-contrast knitteds, do not leave contrasting areas in 
contact with each other in the wet or damp state. 

PRESSING—Never press synthetics. Generally, woollen or cotton garments should be 
pressed with a warm iron and a slightly damp cloth.

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, sew up shoulder seams. 

With right side facing, using set of No. 12 Needles 
and M., commencing at left shoulder seam, knit up 
86 [B 90] [C 92] [D 94] sts. evenly along left side 
of neck, A and C only —knit st. from thread (centre st.) 
[B and D only —knit up one st. at centre front (centre 
st.)]. 

All Sizes — Knit up 86 [B 90] [C 92] [D 94] sts. 
evenly along right side of neck, then 51 [B 52] [C 53] 
[D 54] sts. from back stitch holder, [B and D only— 
inc. in middle of centre back sts.]. 

(224 [B 234] [C 238] [D 244] sts.) 

1st round— * K.1, P.1, rep. from * to end. 

2nd round —Rib to within 2 sts. of centre st. f y.bk., 
slip 1 knitways, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.1 (centre st.), K.2 tog., 
rib to end. 

3rd round — Rib to within 2 sts. at centre st., 
P.2 tog.t.b.l., K.1, P.2 tog., rib to end. 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rounds 4 times. Cast off loosely 
in rib. 

ARMHOLE BANDS 

With right side facing, using No. 12 Needles and M., 
knit up 169 [B 177] [C 183] [D 189] sts. evenly along 
armhole edge. 

1st row —K.1, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to end. 

2nd row —K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st., K.1. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows 4 times. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press lightly. 
Using back-stitch, sew up side seams. Press seams. 

CARDIGAN 

BACK 

Using No. 12 Needles and M., cast on 129 [B 139] 
[C 147] [D 157] stitches. 

1st row —K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st., K.1. 
2nd row —K.1, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to end. 
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Rep. 1st and 2nd rows 14 times, A and C only —inc. in 
middle of last row. 

All Sizes— (130 [B 139] [C 148] [D 157] sts.) 

Using No. 10 Needles, work as given from ** to ** 
for Back of Vest twice. 

Break off C.1 and C.2. 

Using M., proceed as follows— 

Next row —Knit. Next row —Purl. 

Rep. last 2 rows until work measures 14 ins. (36 cm) 
from commencement, finishing with a purl row. **** 
Shape armholes as follows— 

Cast off 6 [B 8] [C 10] [D 12] sts. at beg. of next 
2 rows. 

Dec. at each end of next and every alt. row until 106 
[B 109] [C 112] [D 115] sts. remain. 

Work 63 rows. 

Shape shoulders as follows— 

Cast off 12 [B 12] [C 12] [D 13] sts. at beg. of 
next 4 rows, then 11 [B 12] [C 13] [D 12] sts. at 
beg. of following 2 rows. 

Cast off remaining 36 [B 37] [C 38] [D 39] sts. 

LEFT FRONT 

Using No. 12 Needles and M., cast on 61 [B 67] 
[C 73] [D 79] stitches. 

Work as given for Back to ****, omitting inc. in rib. 
Shape front slope and armhole as follows— 

Next row —Cast off 6 [B 8] [C 10] [D 10] sts., knit 
to last 2 sts., slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o. 

Next row —Purl. 

Dec. at armhole edge in next row and every alt. row 
5 [B 6] [C 7] [D 8] times, whilst at same time dec. 
at neck edge in every 4th [B 4th] [C 4th] [D 2nd] 
row from previous dec. 2 [B 7] [C 12] [D 2] times, 
then in every following 6th [B 6th] [C 6th] [D 4th] 
row 11 [B 8] [C 5] [D 19] times. (35 [B 36] [C 37] 
[D 38] sts.) 

Work 1 row. 

Shape shoulder as follows— 

Cast off 12 [B 12] [C 12] [D 13] sts. at beg. of 
next row and following alt. row. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT —Work to correspond with Left Front, 
working "K.2 tog.” in place of "slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o.” 

SLEEVES 

Using No. 12 Needles and M., cast on 105 [B 109] 
[C 115] [D 121] stitches. 

Work 10 rows in rib as given for Back. A only —inc. in 
middle of last row. (106 [B 109] [C 115] [D 121] sts.) 
Using No. 10 Needles, work as given from ** to ** 
for Back of Vest, twice. 

Break off C.1 and C.2. 

Proceed as follows— 

Next row —Knit. Next row —Purl. 

Rep. last 2 rows once. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, shaping top as fol¬ 
lows— 

Cast off 3 [B 4] [C 5] [D 5] sts. at beg. of next 
2 rows. 

Dec. at each end of next row and every alt. row until 
86 [B 83] [C 85] [D 91] sts. remain, then in every 
row until 16 [B 17] [C 19] [D 21] sts. remain. 
Cast off. 

FRONT BAND 

Using back-stitch, sew up shoulder seams. 

Using No. 12 Needles and M., cast on 13 stitches. 

[Continued opposite 



1st row— K.2, (P.1, K.1) 5 times, K.l. 

2nd row —K.l, (P.1, K.l) 6 times. 

** 3rd row —Rib 5, cast off 3 sts., rib 5. 

4th row —Rib 5, cast on 3 sts., rib 5. 

Work 14 rows in rib. ** 

Rep. from ** to ** 6 times, then 3rd and 4th rows once. 
(8 buttonholes) 


Continue without further buttonholes until band is length 
required (slightly stretched) to fit along fronts and 
across back of neck. Cast off in rib. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press lightly. 
Using back-stitch, sew up side and sleeve seams. Sew 
in sleeves, placing seams to side seams. Sew front 
band in position. Sew on buttons. Press seams.

Using M., rep. 1st and 2nd rows 12 times. 

Using C., rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice.

1st row—* P.2, K.l, y.fwd., K.l, P.2, K.2, rep. from * 
to last 6 sts., P.2, K.l, y.fwd., K.l, P.2. 

** 2nd row— * K.2, P.3, K.2, P.2, rep. from * to last 
7 sts., K.2, P.3, K.2.

[B 85] [C 89] [D 89] sts. evenly along left side of 
neck, 85 [B 85] [C 89] [D 89] sts. evenly along 
right side of neck, then knit across sts. from back 
stitch-holder. (220 [B 220] [C 232] [D 232] sts.) 

1st round— (K.2, P.2) 21 [B 21] [C 22] [D 22] times, 
K.2, (centre sts.), * P.2, K.2, rep. from * to last 2 sts., P.2. 
2nd round — Rib to within one st. of centre sts., 
K.2 tog., slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., rib to end. 

Rep. 2nd round twice. 

Using M., rep. 2nd round 12 times. 

Using C., rep. 2nd round 4 times. Cast off in rib. 

MAKE UP—DO NOT PRESS 

Using back-stitch, sew up side and sleeve seams. 
Sew in sleeves, placing seams to side seams.

Naturally, if you decide to change the body 5_ 2 
or sleeve length you must allow for an adjustment to the quantity of yarn. ~

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SOME IMPORTANT HINTS 


CROCHET TENSION TEST 

Before you start your garment, take the yarn and hook 
specified in the instructions and make a chain 4 to 5 
inches (10 to 13 cm) long. Work 1 square in whatever 
stitch is mentioned in the Tension paragraph of your 
instructions. With pins, mark out the number of stitches 
(or patterns) and rows quoted in the Tension. With a 
tape measure, check the distance between the pins and 
compare with the tension given in the instructions. If 
your tension is too loose (i.e. if the piece measures 
more than the measurement given), try a size finer 
hook. If your tension is too tight (i.e. if the piece 
measures less than the measurement given), try a 
size larger hook. If more than one size of hook is 
recommended in the instructions and you have altered 
your hook to correct the tension, corresponding 
alterations must be made to hooks throughout the 
instructions. 


KNITTING TENSION TEST 

Take the needles and yarn specified in the instruc¬ 
tions, cast on 20 stitches and knit a square in stocking 
stitch. Check the tension very accurately by placing 
a tape measure along the stitches—marking the inch 
(or inches) with pins and counting the number of 
stitches to the inch or inches. If you get too many 
stitches to the inch your tension is too firm—try a size 
larger needle. If you get too few stitches to the inch 
your tension is too loose—try a size smaller needle.

K. —Knit. P. —Purl. sts. —stitches, tog. —together, alt.— 
alternate, p.s.s.o. —pass slip stitch over. ins. —inches, 
rep. —repeat, inc. —increase or increasing, patt. — 
pattern. t.b.l. —through back of loop. beg. —beginning, 
dec. —decrease or decreasing, incl. —inclusive, y.fwd.

2 remaining loops, d.tr. —double treble—pass yarn 
twice round hook, draw a loop through next ch., draw 
a loop through first 2 loops on hook, draw a loop 
through next 2 loops, then another through last 2 
loops, t.tr. —triple treble—pass yarn three times round 
hook, draw a loop through next ch., draw a loop 
through first 2 loops on hook, draw a loop through 
next 2 loops, then another through next 2 loops, then 
another through last 2 loops, cm —centimetres, m — 
metres.
